INGREASE FAVORED

Report Urges Packers 
Absorb 5 Cents of 
Boost, Subsidy or Price 
Rise to Cover Rest 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP)— 
The Government has offered a 16- 
cent-an-hour wage  rise—tightly 
tied to larger subsidies or higher 
meat prices—ag its plan for set- 
tling the meat industry’s wage 


dispute. 

The plan, proposed last night by 
a federal fact-finding board, im- 
mediately ran into industry oppo- 
sition. It was approved by the AFL 
union involved, but the CIO union 
was noncommittal. 

Under its. terms five major 
packing companies were asked to 
increase the wages of 90,000 pro- 
duction workers 16 cents an hour, 
absorb 5 cents of the added labor 
cost, and receive added federal 
subsidies or price relief to cover 
the other 11 cents. Companies in- 
volved are Swift, Armour, Cudahy, 
Wilson and John Morrell. 

“Unfair,” Packers Say. 

In Chicago, the American Meat 
Institute, a trade organization, 
termed the fact-finders’ recom- 
mendation “unfair to the indus- 
try” and said the companies were 
unable to absorb any part of the 
proposed wage increase. 

Officers of the AFL Meat Cut- 
ters and Butcher Workmen an- 
nounced that the wage proposal 
did not meet their demands but 
that acceptance by the workers 
would be urged “at this time.” 
President Lewis Clark of the CIO 
Packing House Workers said he 
would call a meeting of his na- 
tional wage and policy conference 
in Chicago to act on the proposal. 

“In the interim,” Clark said, 
“we will watch with interest what 
action the Government takes in 
order to implement the recommen- 
Gaon . s+... 

Under the fact-finding plan, the 
wage increase would be retroac- 
tive to Jan. 26—the date the Gov- 
ernment seized meat - packing 
plants. The packing house work- 
ers struck Jan. 16, in support of 
wage increase demands ranging 
up to 25 cents an hour. 

Up to Stabilization Board. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 

ste aay he would present the 
indings to the wage stabilization 
board today for approval. With- 
out authorization from the board, 
the wage increase cannot be placed 
in effect. 

The fact-finding panel said that 
the 16-cent rise would increase the 
meat industry’s total costs by less 
than 2 per cent. The board said 
direct labor costs now are from 8 
to 10 per cent of total costs.

The ac- 
tion followed a Dutch declaration 
that a “very liberal” settlement 
of Indonesian independence aspira- 
tions was hoped for shortly. 

The Council will meet tomorrow

Vandenberg Criticizes Size, 


Senator Arthur Vandenberg, an 
American delegate, declared last 
night that he considered fantastic 
the idea that the United Nations 
needed “anything like 45 square 
miles of the high priced area” rec- 
ommended on the New York-Con- 
necticut border. Led by France, 
anti-New York forces took the 
Vandenberg statement as a rally- 
ing point.

Syria. Brazil, Canada, Uruguay, 
™.goslavia and Venezuela lined up 
with Britain, China and Russia 
for the inspection committee’s rec- 
ommendations. The United States 
delegation generally is remaining 
néutrag. 

The General Steering Commit- 
tee formally recommended that 
the next General Assembly session 
open in the United States Sept. 9. 
This still has to be acted on by 
the Assembly. 

Discussion on Indonesia. 


In debate on the Indonesian 
question last night, Dutch Foreign 
Minister Eeclo van Kleffens told 
the Security Council it lacked au- 
thority to intervene because peace 
Was not endangered. He added 
that the Dutch were trying to put 
their “house in order on a very 
liberal basis, as I hope everybody 
will soon be able to see.” He ap- 
parently was referring to Dutch- 
Indonesian negotiations scheduled 
to begin in several days. 

Earlier, Dmitri Manuilsky of the 
Soviet Ukraine had said the Brit- 
ish were jeopardizing the peace. 
Manuilsky said he was not ask- 
ing for the British troops’ with- 
drawal, He proposed, however, 
that the Council send a commis- 
sion to Indonesia to make an on- 
the-spot investigation and estab- 
lish peace. 

Van Kleffens said he was not 
opposed to the seoding of a U.N.O. 
commission to Indonesia, but that 
British Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin “appears to be against 
that.” If the British opposed 
such a move, he said, the Dutch 
also would oppose it. 


Bevin did not specifically object 
to the suggestion for a commis- 
sion but said that the “only way 
the United Nations could help 
would be to urge the people now 
in negotiations to bend their ener- 
gies to effect a settlement.” 


To Manuilsky’s expression of 
“surprise” that the British had 
used Japanese troops against the 
Indonesiang, Bevin replied: “It 
was rather by way of the hostage 
gystem that they (the Japanese) 
were told to see that law and 
order were maintained, mainly in 
order to stop wholesale murder 
throughout Indonesia.” 


Proposal on Spain. 


The General Committee agreed 
unanimously to place before the 
Assembly a recommendation by 
Panama that the U.N.O. indorse 
the Potsdam declaration on Spain. 
The declaration lists the Franco 
Government as inadmissible to the 
opganization.

Byrnes said also that about 20, 
000 Polish civilians have been 
empjoyed in the American zone.

He added that the United States 
had not moved to recognize the 
Sofia government. 

4. Said it was now hoped that 
the Russian-American Commission 
for Korea could be established by 
March 1, and begin work toward 
setting up a provisional Korean 
government under the Moscow 
conference formula. 

5. Said the United States is ex- 
pected to attend the Inter-Ameri- 
can Defense Treaty Conference in 
Brazil sometime between March 
15 and April 15, and added he 
would head the American delega- 
tion to that meeting. 

6. Reaffirmed the United States 
stand for the “open door” policy in 
China, offering equal trade oppor- 
tunities to all nations, 

The American plan for Italy's 
colonies, Byrnes said, provides for: 

1. Appointment of a single ad- 
ministrator by the United Nations 
Trusteeship Council for each of 
the four Italian colonies, Tripoli- 
tania, Cyrenaica, Eritrea and So- 
maliland.

USE OF DIESEL 
URGED 10 REDUCE 
RAILROAD SMOKE 
FROM EAST SIDE 


James L. Ford Jr. Warns 
Against Accepting Any 
Makeshift Solution — 
Smokeless Engines a 


Saving. 


Vigorous resistance to the 
smoke nuisance created by rail- 
roads on the East Side was urged 
by James L. Ford Jr., former 
chairman of the Citizens’ Smoke 
Elimination Committee, in a state- 
ment today warning = against 
makeshift solutions of the prob- 
lem. 

Pointing out that the St. Louis 
metropolitan area comprises one 
of the world’s great railroad cen- 
ters, Ford recommended that the 
smoke-producing switch engines 
now in use in the East Side-rail- 
road yards be replaced by smoke- 
less diesel engines, which are 
more economical to operate. Rail- 
roads “should no longer burden 
this community with objectionable 
smoke, and neither should th 
community stand for such e nuis- 
ance,” he declared. 

Ford’s Statement. 

His statement follows: 

“There is no question but what 
the railroads contribute a large 
part of the smoke on the East 
Side; this is readily observable 
by the sores Switch engines 
are circulating up and down the 
east bank of the river, immedi- 
ately across from St. Louis, and 
creating a tremendous volur.e of 
smoke which starts from the low 
level of the ground and deluges 
the East Side community when 
the wind is from a certain direc- 
tion, and precipitates the smoke 
upon St. Louis when the wind is 
from the east, 

“T would not discredit the court- 
eous and pleasant letters received 
by the Mayor from the heads of 
the railroads operating on the 
East Side. The response shows a 
desire to co-operate. I am only 
afraid that our railroad friends 
might be persuaded to offer a 
makeshift solution, which will not 
work constantly and efficiently. 
Suggestions have been made for 
the use of steam jets. There is 
nothing new about the use of jets;

Against Halfway Measures. 

“There should not be offered 
any halfway measures which are 
not fool-proof; which are depen- 
dent upon upon the human ele- 
ment and do not always work. 
While a laboratory test on an 
engine standing still may show 
smoke improvement through the 
use of jets, the smoke reappears 
when the engine is moving and 
when pressure is applied. No im- 
provement is evident at all if the 
operator does not apply the force— 
which, by the way, is objection- 
able to him because of the noise 
it creates. The citizens of both 
sides of the river who are suffer- 
ing to a very great degree from 
the smoke evil from these roads, 
should be on the alert against 
any makeshift solution. 

“St. Louis and the East Side, and 
all of this great metropolitan dis- 
trict make up one of the greatest 
railroad centers in the world. It 
follows that this same metro- 
politan community is also of the 
utmost importance to the railroads 
serving it. This leads us to ask 
whether we are not entitled to 
the best of service—and by “best”, 
we mean best. It is extremely 
fortunate that the “best of service” 
is at the same time the most eco- 
nomical. J refer to the use of 
diese] engines instead of steam en- 
gines. 

“There are at present 10 steam 
engines on the East Side for every 
diese] engine. Every railroad man 
knows, or should know, that the 
savings through the use of diesels 
are so very great that they will 
soon pay for the discarding, or use 
in other places, of outmoded, obso- 
lete steam switching engines, Fig- 
ures are readily ascertainable, 
even from the roads themselves, 
who use a certain number of die- 
sels in other locations. 

“It can be readily ascertained 
that the cost of coal per engine 
hours is four times the cost of 
diesel fuel per engine hour. It 
can also be readily learned from 
available figures that the cost of 
maintenance per engine hour for 
steam engines is at least double 
the cost of diesel engines. The 
loads which can be handled by 
diesels at very much less cost, 
are far greater. Fewer engines are 
required and there is a saving in 
manpower. The railroads, there- 
fore, have readily available an im- 
provement in their facilities which 
will not only save this great com- 
munity from the scourge of smoke 
but which will save the railroads 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
per year in operation. 

“The saving in cost of operation 
through the use of diesel engines 
is -» well known that the state- 
ment hes frequently been made 
that there will never be another 
coal-burning switcher sold in this 
country. This seems like a broad 
statement to make, but it is con- 
firmed by the actual figures for 
the last three years, which show 
that for .ie third consecutive year 
not a steam switcher has been or- 
dered and during that same pe- 
riod many diesel switchers have 
been ordered. 

“The solution of railroad smoke 
and the economies effected in con- 
nection with that solution is so 
self-evident that we must look to 
other reasons as to why our sug- 
gestion is not put into effect. I 
&m, of course, conversant with 
the fact that certain heavy coal- 
bearing rovAds have adopted a pro- 
tective attitude towards what they 
conceive to be the interest of the 
coal industry. I think we have a 
right to ask whether these same 
roads should not adopt a protec- 
tive attitude toward all other in-

Guards Used Before. 


National leaders of the unions 
involved are backing up the strike 
with vigor, despite Wednesday’s 
violence, which was not the first 
evidence of the railroad’s armed 
determination to operate despite 
the strike. At least three other 
attempts to move trains under 
armed guard had been made pre- 
vious to Wednesday, union leaders 
said. Union leaders said these 
attempts have failed, not because 
of interference by pickets, but be- 
cause union railroad workers on 
other lines have refused to cross 
picket lines or to turn over freight 


trains to the T.P.&W. 

This railroad is only 239 miles 
long, extending from Keokuk, Ia., 
to Effner, Ind. It depends for its 
revenue on freight routed over it 
from other railroads by shippers 
who wish to avoid the delay of 
going through Chicago, which it 
by-passes, 

There has been no movement of 
freight from other roads over this 
line since the beginning of the 
strike, and union leaders say the 
shooting of the pickets Wednes 
day was unnecessary, because they 
would have nothing to gain by 
attempting to stop movements of 
trains within the short expanse of 
the railroad line itself, and had 
made no such attempt. 

Funeral services for Browne 
were held in Peoria today. Serv- 
ices for the other shooting vic- 
tim, Paschon, are set for tomor- 
row. 

The three pickets who were 
wounded by the guards’ gunfire 
were reported to be recovering 
today. 

C. F. Meadows of St. Louis, 
grand lodge representative of the 
International Association of Ma- 
chinists Railroad Employes, told 
of previous strike violence.

On Jan. 29, he continued, union 
leaders heard that the company 
would attempt to transport guns 
and ammunition into a strike- 
bound company shop. State police 
officials were informed, he said, 
and the automobile was stopped 
before it got inside. The two men 
driving it were arrested but later 
released, and the confiscated guns 
and ammunition Were returned 
later to the company. 

W. C. Keiser, vice president of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen, said a 
protest had been lodged by the 
strikers with Gov Dwight H.

Sunspot 28 Times Area of Earth! 
Is Largest Ever Photographed

PASADENA, Calif., Feb. 8 (AP) 
—Dr. Seth B. Nicholson, in charge 
of solar observations at Mount 
Wilson Observatory, said yester- 


day that the sunspot that is dis- 
turbing radio and cable communi- 
cation is the largest ever photo- 
graphed. 

He said the sun spot has an 
area Of 5,600,000,000 square miles, 
28 times the area of the earth. 
The previous record spot, photo- 
graphed Jan. 24, 1926, was 4,300,- 
000,000 square miles in area. 

Nicholson’ described sunspots 
as vast cyclonic storms on the 
sun’s face. Through a hole in the 
whirling center or vortex of the 
storm area, he said, are liberated 
billions of electrons fromthe 
super-heated interior of the sun 
in a process somewhat similar to 
the explosion of an atomic bomb. 

These liberated electrons, said 
Nicholson, are bombarding the 
earth and causing the. electrical 
disturbance, but they will have 
no more serious effect than dis- 
rupting certain types of com- 
munication. :

Lt. E. I. Hockaday of the State 
Highway Patrol said laboratory 
examinations had failed to pro- 
duce any significant evidence. 
Technicians of the patrol will 
make a final report on their tests 
of materials gathered at the Jen- 
kins home sometime tomorrow, 
Hockaday satd.

The murder has frightened resi- 
dents of this town. Housewives 
who never bothered to lock the 
doors of their homes before are 
doing so now and no unescorted 
women are seen on the streets at 
night.

Officers have been unable to 
find a part of a fingernail from 
the victim’s left hand which is 
believed to have been broken off 
in a struggle. The only other 
marks of violence, aside from the 
assault evidence, were a heavy 
bruise on the chin and strangula- 
tion marks on the neck. No recog- 
nizable finger prints were found 
anywhere in the house, Police said 
the killer would probably have 
blood stains on his clothing and 
scratches on his face.

T0 NORMAL: PAY 
TALKS RESUMED 


Issues 


Agreement on 
Reached by Commit-. 
tees Will Be Submitted 
to Board Tuesday. 


Operations in public schools 
were norma] today, following the 
end of the three-day strike of 
custodians and matrons which had 
closed many of them. Meanwhile, 
negotiating committees represent- 
ing the Board of Education and 
the AFL Custodians’ and Matron’s 
Union met to settle wage demands 
remaining in controversy. 

An agreement on other points 
between representatives of both 
sides will be submitted to the 
board as a whole at its regular 
meeting Tuesday. 

Expansion of the departments of 
health and hygiene and of pupil 
welfare and adjustment in the pub- 
lic schoo] system to meet the in- 
creasing and changing needs in 
the schools will entail an annual 
increase in salary expenditures of 
about $75,000, it was reported yes- 
terday. 


Survey by Committee. 
This information was given to 
the special planning committee of | 


the board by Dr. Lloyd L. Tate, 
director of health and hygiene, 
and George McClellan, director of 
pupil welfare and adjustment. The 
special planning committee, under 
chairmanship of Elmore M. Put- 
ney, is engaged in a survey of the 
needs of the system for the next 
five years and the approximate 
cost of necessary improvements. 

Some additional funds will be 
required to purchase new equip- 
ment for both departments but the 
major cost will be for additional 
workers. 

The division of pupil welfare 
and adjustment is concerned pri- 
marily with the mental health of 
school children as indicated by 
their success or failure in adjust- 
ing themselves to the demands of 
schoo] life. McClellan pointed out 
that truancies, for example, are 
not handled solely by making the 
truant attend school forcibly but 
by seeking the reasons for the 
truancy, whether traceable to a 
mental quirk in the child or to his 
home conditions or to other 
sources. 

More Doctors Sought. 

The department of health and 
hygiene hopes to add more physi- 
cians and nurses to its personne! 
to expand the program of physical 
examinations and clinical treat- 
ment of school children. It has 
been found, according to Dr. Tate, 
that students coming from the 
lower economic levels receive bet- 
ter treatment through the school 
clinics than these from slightly 
higher level whose parents can 
presumably afford private medical 
care but frequently neglect to 
provide it. 

William Kottmeyer, assistant di- 
rector of elementary education in 
charge of research and the reading 
clinic, told the committee of the 


testing last year of about 4500 be- 
ginning school children on reading

NEW YORK STRIKE 


Leaders Predict Terms 


Will Be Ratified—vU. S. 


_Fuel Supplies. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 8 (AP) 
Union leaders predicted that New 
York harbor's 3500 striking tug- 
men would ratify today terms of 
a proposal to end the city’s worst 
waterfront tieup in 27 years. 

The settlement proposal—details 
of which were not disclosed—was 
agreed on by all union and em- 
ployer groups. Capt. William 
Bradley, head of the striking un- 
ion, said he believed the men 
would accept it at today’s ballot- 
ing. His statement was echoed 
by other union officials. 

Strikers Begin Voting. 

As the vote by the strikers got 
‘under way it was learned unoffi- 
‘cially that the proposed contract 
provided for a 40-hour week and a 
15-cents-an-hour pay increase. 

The terms. were disclosed by 
some of the first voters. They said 
the increase was the same as con- 
tained in Mayor William O’Dwyer's 
pproposal, turned down by the 
union Monday.

They said that several key mili- 
tary government officials chal- 
lenged the soundness of such a 
move on the ground that there 
were glaring imperfections, which 
should be corrected, in the task 
which the Americans started. Fur- 
thermore, they contended that the 
Germans were by no means Ca- 
pable, yet, of handling an assign- 
ment involving such explosive po- 
litical ramifications unless they 
had the firmest kind of super- 
vision. 

If 1,000,000 or so Nazis are at 
large in the zone, they are not 
necessarily a threat to security. 
Obviously, they are mostly small- 
fry. When and if they are ulti- 
mately investigated, probably only 
a small percentage will be found 
in arrest categories or subject to 
automatic dismissal from their 
jobs. However the spectacle re- 
veals how much de-Nazification 
there is left to be done and makes 
the tendency to turn it over to 
the Germans look queer. 

Official sources admit that they 
cannot account for N.S.D.A.P. 
(Nazi party) membership down to 
the last man remaining to be 
screened in the American zone. 

Critics’ Picture of Situation. 

They insisted, however, that 
their figures were generally cor-

On that occasion, Maier was 
quoted as saying on behalf of 
the German state party: “In re- 
spect of over-all national aims, 
we feel ourselves completely at 
one with the views expressed 
here today by the Reichschan- 
cellor (Hitler). We in no way 
deny that times of crisis call for 
special measures.” A full in- 
vestigation of Maier has been 
recommended to the military 
government. 

228,000 Fired or Rejected. 

A few answers, mostly incom- 
plete, can be given for the cir- 
cumstances just listed. In the 
first place, the United States mil- 
itary government has removed or 
refused employment to 228,000 
Nazis and is generally considered 
to have adopted more drastic de- 
Nazification measures than any 
other of the three . occupying 
powers, 

The January total of employed 
Nazis was recently reduced by 
the dismissal of 4000 railroad 
workers, at the peril, it was em- 
phasized, of slowing coal ship- 
ments. However, this by no 
means completes the purge of the 
railway system. 

It has also been argued that 
many Nazis had to be retained in 
the fields of public health, posts, 
telephones and telegraphs, or the 
services could not function. 

Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay, deputy 
military governor, recently denied 
that the Americans were prepar- 
ing to withdraw from the de-Nazi- 
fication program, but said that 
plans were being studied to give 
the Germans more participation in 
it. Subsequently, a policy board, 
headed by Charles Fahy, chief of 
the military government's legal 
division and former United States

to the Germans themselves. 


solicitor general drafted a de- 
tailed, long-range de-Nazification 
plan which, if approved, would re- 
place current temporary measures. 
It would place most of the re- 
sponsibility on German officials 
for prosecuting Nazis, although 
the military government would 
still direct the program from the 
background. 


Meeting With Three Ministers. 

Fahy was in Stuttgart yesterday 
meeting with the three prime min- 
isters and, presumably, attempting 
to reconcile their puny de-Nazifi- 
cation plans with the policy 
board’s program, which was hailed 
as sound. It provided for the 
registration of all Nazis and a 
series of penalties depending on 
their importance in the party, and 
ranging from fines to the confis- 
cation of property and loss of civil 
rights. 


Critics charge that Fahy is 
“wasting his time” in Stuttgart, 
because the three provincial lead- 
ers have already proved them- 
selves incapable of forming a de- 
Nazification law good for anything 
but the “skimming off process.” 


Submitted late December at 
Clay’s request, the prime minis- 
ters’ first bill was so toothless 
that they were told to try again. 
The revision a month later was al- 
leged to have been in many re- 
spects flabbier than the first. 

The second bill failed to provide 
any definite provisions for the 
registration of Nazis. Persons 
would be eligible for leniency if 
they could prove, for instance, 
that they had gone to church regu- 
larly; that they worked conscien- 
tiously in a profession valuable to 
the community; that they showed 
courage in air raids; wartime 
property losses and loss of close 
relatives. 

The only specific provision for 
punishment in the draft was a 
three-year imprisonment for a 
person found guilty of falsely de- 
nouncing another as a Nazi. 

What military government offi- 
cials opposing the compromise pro- 
pose is this: 

Formulate a stern, just law to 
deal with the Nazis on a long-term 
basis and forget the idea of per- 
mitting the Germans to have a 
hand in drafting it. 

Permit Germans increased par- 
ticipation and responsibility in the 
program, but be meticulously care- 
ful in choosing them. (Heinrich 
Schmidt, Communist and de-Nazi- 
fication minister of Bavaria, wrote 
what was considered a pretty 
sound draft of a German de-Nazi- 
fication law, but it was emascu- 
lated at higher levels.) 

Expand the special branch of 
the military government in investi- 
gating categories to insure enforce- 
ment of law. 


JAP ADMITS HE HIT AMERICAN 
IN FACE WITH RUBBER BELT 


YOKOHAMA, Feb. 8 (AP)— 
Capt. Isao Fukuhara admitted at 
his war crimes trial today he 
struck an American prisoner 
across the face with a rubber belt 
for smoking at “an improper 
time.” The prisoner, Pvt. Holland 
O. Moye, McCrae, Ga., was blind 
In one eye when liberated from the 
Omuta prison camp, formerly com- 
manded by Fukuhara. 

Fukuhara, charged with respon- 
sibility for the death of one pris- 
oner and brutalities against oth- 
ers, denied having Winfred A. 
Mitchum, Houston, Tex., bound to 
a doorknob and then sending elec- 
tricity through his body. 

“Such actions are inhuman,” 
the defendant said, “and I would 
have imposed the sternest punish- 
ment if I had known.” 


STRIKE IN CHILE ENDED 
EXCEPT FOR NITRATE UNIONS 


SANTIAGO, Feb. 8 (AP)—The 
Chilean Confederation of Labor 
called off tofay a general strike 
which began four days ago, but 
excepted workers in two nitrate 
unions, 

_ The 300,000-member confedera- 
tion’s national directive council 
announced that the decision was 
unanimous. It asserted the work 
stoppage had “obliged the govern- 


ment to accede certain points” on.

The announcement said _ the 
Humberstone and Mapocho nitrate 
unions would seek a solution of 
their conflict, a basic element un- 
derlying the current labor crisis, 
by direct negotiation with the 
nitrate company.

There was an error in the ex- 
planatory lines under the three- 
column cut, “Russians Rush 
Dnepr Dam Reconstruction,” on 
this page in one edition Wednes- 
day.

‘Alternative to 
Atomic War,’ Says 
Dublin (N.H.) 
Committee Head. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 8 (AP) 


RANSFORMATION of the 
T vnitea Nations Organization 

into a world federal govern- 
ment as the “alternative to an 
atomic war” was urged yesterday 
by Alan Cranston, who will fly to 
London to seek amendment of the 
U.N.O. charter, 

Cranston, chairman of the Dub- 
lin Conference Committee, told a 
press conference he would present 
a petition to the General Assembly 
to set up such a government with 
military, police and _ inspection 
forces to preserve peace. The 
proposal represents a _ general 
statement drawn up last October 
at Dublin, N. H., by a voluntary, 
unofficial meeting of 48 interested 
persons. It does not reflect the 
official view of the Dublin Con- 
ference Committee, he said. 


Cranston said the petition asked 
for elimination of the veto power 
by increasing the General Assem- 
by size from 51, at the ratio of 
one vote for each member nation, 
to 367. Under the plan bloc-vot- 
ing by national groups would be 
barred. 

The number of representatives 
would be based on a formula 
weighing population, natural and 
industrial resources, production 
and ability to contribute to world 
order and progress. 

Cranston said the proposal would 
give the General Assembly broad- 
er powers including “definite leg- 
islative powers to prevent or sup- 
press war.” These powers, he 
added, would include the right to 
promote “free exchange of basic 
scientific information between all 
nations,” control of atomic energy 
and eliminate weapons for “mass 
destruction” from national arma- 
ments. : 

The power also would provide 
military and police forces and 
regulate punishment, 

Among the signers of the peti- 
tion, Cranston said, were Senators 
Elbert D. Thomas (Dem.), Utah, 
and Glen H. Taylor (Dem.), Idaho, 
Representative Jerry Voorhis 
(Dem.), California, Marshall Field 
III, Dr. Albert Einstein and for- 
mer Gov. Robert P. Bass of New 
Hampshire. 

He said the Missouri State Com- 
mittee for World Federation and 
the Massachusetts Committee for 
World Federation had indorsed 
the petition. 


REPORT COMMI!INIST LEADER 
MAY HEAD LEGISLATIVE YUAN 


SHANGHAI, Feb. 8 (AP)—The 
important Kuomintang (national) 
part$-controlled newspaper Shen 
Pao said today that Communist 
leader Mao Tse-tung appears to 
be in line for the presidency of 
the legislative Yuan. 

(That post is largely honorary. 
The legislative Yuan can intro- 
duce legislation but the proposals 
are subject to action by the Execu- 
tive Yuan.) 

A dispatch from Shen Pao’s 
Chungking correspondent said 
these additional changes are being 
considered by the Central Execu- 
tive Committee of the Kuomin- 
tang “to meet the needs of na- 
tional and international condi- 
tions.”

Dr. Sun Fo to succeed him as 
president of the Executive Yuan. 


SOVIET MEMBER OF ALLIED 
COUNCIL ARRIVES IN TOKYO 


TOKYO, Feb. 8 (AP)—Lt. Gen. 
K. N. Derevynko, Soviet member 
of the newly created Allied council 
for Japan, arrived yesterday by 
plane from Vladivostok. His plane 
made a forced landing at Fuji- 
sama, 20 miles from Tokyo, in a 
snowstorm, but no one was in- 
jured. 

Derevynko took quarters at the 
Imperial Hotel. He its the only 
member yet named on the council, 
created at the Moscow conference 
to supervise the occupation of 
Japan. 

The United States and China will 
be represented by one man each. 
A fourth delegate will represent 
the United Kingdom, Australia, 
New Zealand and India. An in- 
formed American source said the 
other members’ names probably 
would not be announced until all 
were in Tokyo. 


IRAN PREMIER WON'T ACCEPT 
GOVERNMENT IN AZERBAIJAN 


TEHRAN, Feb. 8 (AP)—Premier 
Ahmed Qavam Es Saltaneh de- 
clared today he had “no intention 
of recognizing the Azerbaijan gov- 
ernment” that has been organized 
in Soviet-occupied Iran as a self- 
constituted autonomous admin- 
istration. 

“Recognition of local autonomy 
of Azerbaijan or any other prov- 
ince can be decided only by the 
Persian people,” he told a press 
conference. 

The new Premier said he had 
not decided on the personnel of 
the proposed mission to Moscow 
to discuss Iran's differences with 
the Russians over alleged Soviet 
interference in Iran’s internal af- 
fairs.

son, the tall, handsome former 
major general, who served as a 
personal representative for the 
late President Roosevelt and as 
commander of Japanese blockade- 
breaking forces in the Pacific, 
said, “It is not necessary for us 
to surrender our fundamental! 
principles or democracy and give 
away our money and products to 
buy world co-operation. They (our 
allies) should do some co-operat- 
ing.” 

Hurley, who resigned his post 
as Ambassador to China last No- 
vember after publicly accusing 
“certain career men in the State 
Department” of being opposed to 
the American foreign policy and 
supporters of Communism and 
colonial imperialism, said the for- 
eign policy of this Government 
is based on the Declaration of In- 
dependence, which pledged this 
nation to the support of govern- 
ments “deriving their just powers 
from the consent of the _ gov- 
erned.” , 

Prolonged Applause. 

Prolonged applause greeted his 
statement that this “principle 
coupled with free enterprise has 
made the United States the most 
successful political and economic 
unit on earth.” 

By working together under this 
principle, he said, the people of 
the United States built the great- 
est war machine of all time. 

“But, my friends, be not mis- 
taken,” he said, speaking loudly 
from ‘the corner of his mouth. 
“American principles and ideals 
and objectives had rallied the 
freedom-loving peoples of the 
world to the cause for which we 
were fighting long before the im- 
pact of our productivity and our

Allen, on 
the other hand, is not yet on the 
Government payroll, and holds 
profitable corporate jobs and di- 
rectorships. 

This variety is not so meaning» 
ful, however, as the characteristic 
which unites all members of the 
group—which is a tendency to 
give way under business pressures 
insofar as political expediency pere 
mits. 

The Unconsulted Cabinet. 

These men have completely sur~ 
rounded the President, condemn- 
ing to a state of semi-isolation 
the more conspicuous figures in 
the Administration such as Secre- 
taries Byrnes and Vinson. The 
members of the Cabinet do their 
own jobs without exercising really 
continuing influence on the Presi- 
dent’s domestic policies.

Bureaucracy, Heil! 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As a partner in a firm which has been 
tenants continuously in a St. Louis build- 
ing since 1909, and which has been sum- 
marily evicted on 45 days’ notice, it is 
my notion that the people should know 
of our march toward nationalization. 
After 37 years’ tenancy, we learned that 
the United States Government contem- 
plated condemning our building. 

At a meeting of the tenants on Jan. 
15, 1946, we inquired first of the building 
owner, who stated he knew nothing of 
the project. We then wired our Sena- 
tor, who stated that the matter was be- 
ing merely considered and that none of 
us should become excited. 

On Jan. 18, we were summarily joined 
as defendants in a condemnation suit 
set for March 15. (Heil!) 

On Jan. 21, we were summarily or- 
dered from the building effective March 
1. (HeiN) We forthwith made efforts to 
find new quarters and found that the 
earliest possible time we could obtain 
new quarters was April 1, 

On Jan. 25, we had a squad of bureau- 
erats enter, making no request in ad- 
vance whatsoever, and start to measure 
our offices, lobbies, closets in which our 
private possessions were stored. No apol- 
ogy—no request. (Heil!) 

On Jan. 30, we made inquiry of the 
proper sources to see whether 30 days’ 
grace would not be given us, and were 
told that no agreements or concessions 
could be entered into. (Heil!) 

On Jan. 31, we were ordered to “make 
all rents payable to the Treasurer of the 
United States without delay.” (Heil!) 

On Feb. 1, bureaucratic pipsqueaks en- 
tered without request or consent and 
photographed our offices. (Heil!) 

Between March 1 and April 1, it seems 
apparent that our furniture and files 
will be stored upon the sidewalks of 
Bt. Louis. (Heil!) 

While we have paid rent in accord- 
ance with the demand of the Govern- 
ment, we are now advised that there 
will be no elevator service available on 
certain days for the benefit of those 
who have been tenants for a long time. 
(Heil!) 

Long live bureaucracy! (Heil!)

People these days go on strikes for 
higher wages and usually get what they 
go after. But the property owners just 
keep on taking it on the chin. Rents 
have been frozen for the past four years, 
Commodities like food and clothing haye 
doubled in price. Even newspapers have 
gone up 67 per cent. 

The cost of building maintenance is 
very much higher, To mention just a few 
things: galvanized pails have gone up 
from 25 to 60 cents, mops from 75 cents 
to $1.75, brooms from $1 to $1.75. Oil is 
up 1% cents a gallon, coal up $2. The 
cost of papering a room has doubled.

The Measure of Mr. Truman 


President Truman’s refusal to withdraw his 
nomination of Edwin W. Pauley for Under Se@ 
retary of the Navy, and his renewed expressions 
of approval of Mr. Pauley in the face of con- 
clusive proof of the nominee’s unfitness, have 
added new significance to the Senate commit- 
tee’s hearings. The subject is no longer Edwin 
Pauley alone. It is also Harry Truman. 

On fundamental moral principle, Mr. Pauley 
is disqualified. He is disqualified because his 
personal fortunes are in oil, and the Navy De- 
partment is concerned with oil domestically and 
all over the world. 

As Walter Lippmann says, the moral principle 
involved here is so fundamental to a sense of 
responsibility toward public office that having to 
spell it out to anyone is “like having at this late 
date to explain to a lawyer why he should not 
accept fees from both parties in-a lawsuit .. .” 

Mr. Pauley is twice disqualified because the 
hearings of the Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
have demonstrated beyond any reasonable doubt 
that his word cannot be relied upon. Secretary 
Ickes removed any lingering credibility which 
Mr. Pauley still retained after having been chal- 
lenged by witnesses on more than a half-dozen 
major statements of fact and being obliged to 
admit that the reverse was true. 

Mr. Ickes proved his case in a manner that 
admits of no airy dismissal, no casual waving 
away on the ground taken by Mr. Truman—that 
the Secretary could be mistaken. Mr. Ickes 
backed up, with memorandums he had written 
down at that time, his assertion, denied by the 
nominee, that Pauley had said he could obtain 
contributions of $300,000 to the Democratic party 
from oil men if they could be promised that suit 
would not be brought to assert Federal title to 
tidelands oil. 

Secretary Ickes left no room for mistake. He 
left room for only one of two conclusions: That 
Pauley had deliberately lied, or that Ickes had 
deliberately lied. 

But Mr. Truman appears to have been com- 
pletely unimpressed by the basic moral issues 
at stake in the Pauley case. It does not con- 
cern him that Mr. Pauley would become custo- 
dian of the public interest which he has done 
his utmost to exploit for private gain. It does 
not offend his ethical sense that his nominee 
has sworn both Yea and Nay to so many state- 


ments in the course of the committee’s investi- 


gation of his fitness that his word has become 
quite threadbare. 

All this brings up disquieting doubts about 
Mr. Truman himself. When he nominated Mr. 
Pauley, he might not have realized that the nom- 
ination was improper or that the nominee was 
untrustworthy. Now that both facts have been 
made clear enough for a wayfarer to see, it is 
impossible any longer to give the President the 
benefit of the doubt—to suppose that he just 
doesn't know. The only possible conclusion re- 
maining is that he knows and just doesn’t care. 

His appointment of George Allen to the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation and Commo- 
dore James K. Vardaman to the Federal Reserve 
Board are still further disturbing indexes to the 
President’s views on qualification for public 
office. 

In view of his cavalier attitude toward the 
Pauley scandal—for scandal it has now become 
—Mr. Truman must be prepared for everyone 
who thinks about the matter at all to recall, with 
reawakened misgivings, his start in politics as a 
protege of the corrupt Kansas City political ma- 
chine of Boss Tom Pendergast, and his continued 
loyalty to Pendergast even after election to the 
vice-presidency. 

The President cannot very well be surprised 
if millions of perplexed and anxious Americans 
ask themselves what standard of public service 
Harry Truman stands for: the’ standard of 
Grover Cleveland, that public office is a public 
trust; or the standard of Pendergast and Pauley. 

It is no longer merely the fitness of Mr. 
Pauley to be Under Secretary of the Navy that 
is the subject of the Senate committee hearings. 
What is really being determined is the measure 
of Harry Truman as President of the United 
States. 

Mr. Truman need not consider saving face 
more important than being right. .There is still 
time for him to recognize his errors frankly and 
thereby reassure public confidence in his judg- 
ment. He is being urged to do so by some of 
his advisers, including some of the Democratic 
members of the Senate Naval Affairs Committee. 
Today’s disclosure that the Senate will reject 
Pauley if it comes to a vote in no way dimin- 
ishes the President’s responsibility. There is 
still needed a positive evidence from him that 
he recognizes a standard of fitness for public 
office. 

It is a fateful decision for the President, likely 
to have its effect both upon party unity and 
upon his strength in 1948. 
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A house that can be built within a week has 
been discovered. Now to find some way in 
which discussion of whether or not to build it 
can be completed in less than six months, 
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Enter a New Radio Council 
The new Radio Council of St. Louis at a meet- 
ing yesterday undertook an imposing but worth- 
while task, in trying to explore the potentiali- 
ties of broadcasting as an instrument of com- 


‘munity service. 


St. Louis has had a Radio Council before. It 
was organized in November, 1944; speeches were 
made; high principles were stated, and nothing 
was done. The new council is much more prom- 
ising. It is fairly representative of civic and 
educational groups and, as yesterday’s meeting 
showed, they are highly interested in using this 
powerful medium of expression. 

Broadcasters generally are more than willing 
to undertake tasks of community service, but 
often they are hampered by misunderstanding 
of radio by the very local groups that should 
use the medium. Good intentions do not make 
good programs. 

During the recent newspaper and school strikes 
here, broadcasters provided news and edu¢éa- 
tional services. While radio is not a substitute 
for the press or the schoolroom, it has a unique 
value in its ability to dramatize matters of pub- 
lic importance. Broadcasts can be used to pro- 
mote interest in our schools and museums and 
music, to further Interraclal understanding, to 
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provide adult education and to help fulfill every 
civic program, 

If the Radio Council encourages its members 
to use radio more often, if it helps train them 
to use radio properly, if it encourages listeners 
to respond to important service programs and 
to convey their preferences to the broadcasters, 
it will earn the thanks both of the community 
and radio interests themselves, 
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The Only Cure for Railroad Smoke 


About the blackest smoke that blows in on the 
east wind is from 150 switch engines across the 
river, and there is only one way to get rid of 
that smoke for good. The 14 railroads on the 
East Side must use Diesel locomotives. Any 
other solution, as James L, Ford Jr. warns in 
a statement today, will be a weak makeshift an- 
swer to the smoke nuisance. 

The alternative offered to Diesels is use of 
smoke abatement equipment in the present coal 
locomotives, but the railroads have talked about 
that for a long time. Their East Side switchers 
still smoke, Two years ago, Mr. Ford’s Smoke 
Elimination Committee reported making some 
headway against the switchyard pall across the 
way. The engines continue to smoke. 

Lately, the Pennsylvania Railroad has offered 
to install abatement contrivances in its switch 
engines. Such centraptions are a palliative. 
Steam-jet equipment now in use works, but only 
when a:locomotive is standing still, and only 
when the engineer or fireman turns the device 
on. This requires extra attention and makes 
extra noise, so the jets are not always used. A 
good many East Side steam engines have some 
abatement equipment, and still puff smoke. 

Unlike coal burners, Diesels do not blacken 
the air, They also are far more economical than 
steam engines. Mr, Ford notes that the railroads 
haven't ordered one coal switcher in three years. 
He points out that a Diesel’s fuel cost is one- 
fourth that of a steam engine. The coal burners 
can operate 70 per cent of the time, at best, but 
Diesels can run nearly all the time. 

This is not news to the railroads. In 1941, 
the Terminal Railroad bought 18 Diesels to do 
the work of 30 coal engines. By 1944, the Manu- 
facturers’ Railway had bought eight Diesels to do 
work equivalent to 20 steam engine assignments. 
Oil burners have become the rule on this side 
of the river, in behalf of economy as well as 
smoke prevention, 

Why, then, do the railroads persist in using 
their coal-eating, grime-blowing switchers across 
the way? Perhaps, as Mr. Ford suggests, some 
roads with heavy coal hauls “have adopted a 
protective attitude” toward the coal interests. 
If so, these roads are neglecting the public in- 
terest. The coal industry had better look after 
itself, and try to push the use of stokers and 
processed fuel which alone will protect coal from 
increasing competition of oil, gas and electricity. 

St. Louis is a railroad city. It produces mil- 
lions of dollars of railroad revenue. It has no 
desire to choke in the dust of railroad soot, 
whether the air is fouled by locomotives here 
or across the river, Until the railroads adopt 
Diesel switch engines, they will create smoke. 
That will be costly to them in terms of money, 
and more costly in terms of public good will. 
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Those Absentee City Legislators 

The ancient city-country feud is rumbling 
again in the Missouri Legislature, but it would 
be a heavily partisan urbanite who would rush 


to the defense of the metropolitan legislators. 


In fact, most citizens of the cities will side 
strongly with the rural legislators in their stand, 
for they are criticizing the St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City members for excessive absenteeism, 

Representative Mahnkey of Taney County 
pointed out last week that it was correct to de- 
scribe the debate over a road district bill as a 
“rural fight,” because “only the rural members 
are here to fight about anything.” Representa- 
tive Morton of Springfield this week called for 
a revised legislative schedule as a “strike against 
absenteeism” by St. Louis and Kansas City 
members. The rollicall record shows that the 
critics are right. 

Certainly the city legislators owe their con- 
stituents’ interests and Missouri’s integests more 
than the two or three days of work that most 
of them now put in each week. We hope the 
rural members continue to turn on the heat, 
and that city voters join in the process.

It is paradoxical that out of the destruc- 
tion and suffering of war may come op- 
portunity and hope for millions. 


Today public attention {s focused on the 
young men of America who are returning 
from the war disabled and handicapped. 
They number fn the thousands, Yet few 
Americans realize that in this country prior 
to World War II, there were 23,000,000 per- 
sons handicapped to some extent by disease, 
accident or former wars. 


We had in 1940 some 6,500,000 disabled 
males who normally would be income-pro- 
ducing. These 6,500,000 plus the number 
of disabled or handicapped veterans being 
discharged from our military hospitals will 
give us, when demobilization is completed, 
approximately 8,000,000 working-age males 
who are disabled to the extent of requir- 
ing physical or vocational rehabilitation. 
This represents one person in 16 in our 
general population and one in seven in our 
male working population. 


New Interest in Old Problem 


The problem of the disabled and handi- 
capped is not a new one. War has only 
focused our attention on it and quickened 
the necessity for its solution. 


The work of the national Office of Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation, operating under 
the Federal Security Agency, has shown 
how rehabilitation pays off economically, 
Of the 43,997 persons undergoing voca- 
tional xehabilitation under this agency in 
1944, nearly 90 per cent, or nearly 40,000, 
were not employed at the time they started 
their rehabilitation. The average annual 
wage of the entire group prior to rehabili- 
tation was $148. After rehabilitation, the 
average annual wage of the group in- 
creased to $1768. 

Prior to rehabilitation, the majority of 
these persons relied on general public as- 
sistance, not only for the disabled indi- 
vidual but also for his family. The annual 
cost of this assistance to the taxpayer was 
from $300 to $500 per case, but the total 
cost of their rehabilitation averaged only 
$300 per case, 

During the war, 83 per cent of our na- 
tion’s industries employed handicapped 
workers. Those industries report that 
among the handicapped there was a much 
smaller labor turnover, less absenteeism, 
fewer accidents and equal or higher pro- 
duction rates, 


How One Manufacturer Helped 


George Barr, Chicago pharmaceutical 
and cosmetic manufacturer, produced more 
than $6,000,000 worth of materials in 1944, 
and a scratched finger was the most seri- 
ous casualty among 130 disabled of 150 em- 
ployes. These handicapped workers pro- 
duced from 17 to 22 per cent more per man- 
hour than the non-handicapped workers of 
his subcontractors, 

There is no secret to George Barr's suc- 
cess in using handicapped workers. He 
knows you don’t need a safety campaign 
to sell a handicapped worker on protecting 
those physical assets he has left. Men on 
crutches stop, look and listen. 


An amputee himself, Barr knows and 
makes full use of the law of adjustments 
that takes place in the capabilities of han- 
dicapped workers. He knows the loss of 
one sénse leads to the sharpening of the 
other senses; that men with no legs de- 


velop more capable hand&; that men with- 
out vision develop sensitive, nimble fingers. 

A survey completed in a number of West- 
inghouse Electric Co. plants disclosed that 
approximately 19 per cent of the occupa- 
tions could be performed satisfactorily by 
persons having only one leg, 17 per cent 
by operators who must use crutches, 83 
per cent by men with only one eye and 82 
per cent by the deaf. 


The Need for Increased Service 


No degree of economic gain, however, 
can measure the social and moral satisfac- 
tions obtained by the successfully rehabili- 
tated and employed handicapped worker 
and his family. Nor can it measure the 
value to society in the transformation of 
these individuals from dependents to pro- 
ductive, self-reliant persons, 


The 43,000. persons rehabilitated under 
the Office of Vocational Rehabilitation pro- 
gram is by its own figures but one-twen- 
tieth of the number who need such service. 
These figures alone show the necessity for 
increasing the services of this agency. 


The Federal and state vocational reha- 
bilitation programs alone, however, cannot 
meet our rehabilitation needs. Although 
they have both the funds and the author- 
ity, they are handicapped themselves by 
the lack of training facilities to which they 
can refer their cases. These state voca- 
tional programs do not do the actual re- 
habilitation and retraining themselves, but 
use existing public and private facilities 
such as schools, vocational training courses 
and on-the-job training on a fee basis. 


A Job for the Community 


Several national organizations are mak- 
ing efforts to stimulate public interest in 
rehabilitation by demonstrating to both the 
medical profession and the public what ac- 
tually can be done by an integrated pro- 
gram, 

One of such groups is the Baruch Com- 
mittee on Physical Medicine, which is 
translating the experience of the armed 
forces in rehabilitation into its civilian ap- 
plications in order that this experience 
may be made available to communities 
that are planning centers. 

The Baruch committee is currently en- 
gaged in outlining a plan for community 
rehabilitation centers that will furnish a 
complete service. They are blueprinting a 
mode] community center, outlining its mis- 
sion, organization, components, physical 
setup and its relationship to the medical 
and allied professions, industry, labor, so- 
cial and governmental agé@ncies, and to the 
community as a whole. 

The medical profession, Government and 
social agencies, insurance companies, in- 
dustry and individual citizens must be 
made cognizant of the opportunities avail- 
able in a well-planned program of rehabili- 
tation. The dividends of rehabilitation are 
great in dollars, in soclal gain and in the 
saving of human beings. The investment 
is one for the whole nation.

Book on Campaign in Iraq 
Has Tea-Party Atmosphere

When Brig. Kingstone marched his King- 
col, a detachment of 750 men, across the 
desert from Palestine to Baghdad, with him 
as intelHgence officer was Capt. Somerset 
de Chair. This book is Capt. De Chair’s 
story of the march and the little-known 
battle that saved Iraq from the Nazis. 

Originally written and published as two 
separate volumes, De Chair’s account of 
the march is more in the nature of a mili- 
tary diary than a straight narrative, and 
as such is in almost exhaustive detail. 

This detail, however, is the kind that 
seems to be inevitably British and infuri- 
ating to American readers, preoccupied as 
it is with the country-club or tea-party as- 
pects of war. Capt. De Chair and the 
other officers he introduces seem much 
more concerned with the prospects of a 
bath or with the possibility of hot tea than 
they do with the exigencies of a military 
operation. 

- * « 

The author sets the key for his story 
with his opening sentence, in which he 
contends that the campaign for Baghdad 
was the only one of World War II to have 
“a claim to historic picturesqueness.” With 
the predilection for the picturesque ever 
uppermost, he follows the preparations, the 
march, the battle and the triumph, neglect- 
ing the stark and dramatic in favor of the 
British device of understatement. Never 
does De Chair, except in the passage deal- 
ing with the strafing of the column by 
German planes, succeed in imparting the 
impact of war to the reader. 

The publisher’s blurb attempts to sell 
Capt. De Chair as another Lawrence of 
Arabia, but apart from the geographical 
sphere of action, there appears to be little 
in common between the two. 

Simply as an account of a trek across 
the desert and a visit to Baghdad, the book 
is absorbing, even thrilling reading. De 
Chair’s writing is brilliant and polished, 
but the glitter of the narrative style blinds 
the eyes of the reader to the march of 
events. 

Appended is a commentary by J. B. Glubb, 
who appears in Capt. De Chair’s story as 
Glubb Pasha, who commanded the Be- 
douin Desert Patrol which was attached 
to Kingcol for the attack on Baghdad. 
Gulbb Pasha corrects some of De Chair's 
inaccuracies and rounds out the picture of 
the operation from a military standpoint,

Possibilities for Peace. 


Obviously, as scientific and tech- 
nological knowledge of atomic en- 
ergy's possibilities expands, it 
ought to be the greatest contrib- 
utor to peace both in a negative 
and a positive way. 

Negatively, it pushes war to its 
ultimate logic: the total destruc- 
tion of one combatant is the al- 
most total destruction of the oth- 
er, whereby if there be any reason 
in war it is canceled since the vic- 
tor inherits only an empire of 
death. 

Positively, it should remove, in 
the course of perhaps a genera- 
tion, what has been estimated as 
a chief cause of war: the struggle 
of “haves” to hold, and of “have- 
nots” to gain access to, raw ma- 
terials. 


Our Failure in Housing. 


The possibility of inexhaustible 
power should remove that cause 
of, or excuse for, war. However, 
speculations on the world of abun- 
dance that can be created through 
atomic energy ring hollow when 
we see our economy slowing to a 
standstill through the disuse of the 
energies we already have. 

There is no secret about building 
homes, custom-made or mass-pro- 
duced; we have the necessary ma- 
terials, the ingenuity to create new 
ones, and the labor to build them. 
From one end of the country to 
the other, people are living in cel- 
lars, shacks, in overcrowded apart- 
ments, and families are broken up 
—part with his parents and part 
with hers for lack of housing. 

Picking up a newspaper in Los 
Angeles, I am confronted by a 
picture of a father who, with his 
four small children, has been liv-

‘thousands of veterans, joyfully 
coming “home,” find that home is 
landscape without a roof.* 

| Meanwhile, although the hous- 
‘ing shortage has been foreseen 
‘since the beginning of the war, 
Congress and the Administration 
still have not come forward with 
a housing program. Private build- 
ers estimate that they can build 
no more than 400,000 houses per 
year, whereas we need a minimum 
of 3,000,000 per year. 


Showdown or Slowdown. 


Control over available materials 
has been abolished. Night clubs, 
office buildings and what-not are 
on an equal footing with dwell- 
ings. There are no provisions for 
subsidies for low-cost housing. 

Working men, out for many 
weeks on strike, are using up the 
little nest-eggs of war savings 
which many set aside for the pur- 
pose of down payments on post- 
war homes, Veterans are wasting 
their savings for transitory and 
unsatisfactory cubby holes of 
dwellings. The “showdown” be- 
tween management and labor is 
heartily disapproved by, I should 
guess, nine-tenths of the public 
not immediately involved, and the 
heart is going out of our society. 

In as highly an industrialized 
and interdependent a society as 
ours, some abstract standards of 
reference must be established to 
which? labor-management contro- 
versies can be referred. 

The workers are no _ Jonger 
camped in the middle-class society 
like an alien horde; the rise of 
the working class is the outstand- 
ing fact of the century, and it 
ought to be established what part 
of the product of industry should 
justly go to labor, what part to 
the wages of capital, and how in- 
creased productivity should be dis- 
tributed and rewarded. 

Meanwhile, the possibilities {in 
atomic energy will not create 
much interest as long as we are 
not using the possibilities in steel, 
wood, asphalt, concrete and men’s 
hands.

This coincides with the opinion 
expressed by more alert soldiers 
in letters back home. They ac- 
cuse their officers of fraternizing 
with former Nazis and with the 
remnants of the German aristoc- 
racy who, for the most part, 
sided with the Nazis.

| That is one reason the future 
of our occupation is being so ur- 
gently debated behind the scenes. 
'Secretary of State Byrnes has 
‘told Gen. Eisenhower that the 
| State Department is not equipped 
to take over the administration 
of Germany. 

The War Department had ex- 
pected that, some time this year, 
‘a civilian agency would assume 
‘the responsibility. If Congress 
does not continue the draft, we 
cannot maintain an army of oc- 
cupation in the Reich. Perhaps 
it will be impossible even if the 
draft is continued. 

Some other means of control 
must be studied. One of the most 
‘interesting suggestions thrown 
out is for a United Nations ad- 
ministration over all of Germany. 
It would be backed by a small 
professional occupation force that 
would be conditioned against the 
propaganda of the vanquished 
Germans,

Organization to Conduct Sin- 
gle Campaign for Funds in 
Area Considered. 


Formation of an organization 
which would conduct a single cam- 
paign for funds for charitable pur- 
poses in the St. Louis area is be- 
ing considered as a result of ex- 
perience gained in War Chest 
drives, it was announced yester- 
day by Benjamin M. Loeb, presi- 
dent of United Charities.

TRUMAN SEEKS FUNDS T0 SET 
UP INFORMATION PLAN ABROAD 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP)— 
President Truman asked Congress 
yesterday to increase his budget 
request for the State Department 
by about $30,000,000 with about a 
third of the money to finance an 
informational program abroad. 

The request was in a letter from 
the Budget Bureau and indorsed 
by the President. Congress was 
asked also to provide money so 
the State Department can _ con- 
tinue its wartime task of pro- 
curing and analyzing “intelligence 
concerning foreign countries, and 
to conduct research required for 
the proper formulation of foreign 
policy.” 

The House recently refused to 
provide additional funds to the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion for maintaining the foreign 
broadcast intelligence service. 
That service, which intercepted 
and analyzed fortign broadcasts 
during the war, has been trans- 
ferred to the State Department.

An indictment against Constable 
Ed Earley of Lemay township, 
St. Louis county, charging oppres- 
sion in office, was dismissed to- 
day in Circuit Judge Amandus 
Brackman’s court at Clayton by 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Lester Watson.

said the Big Three “count upon 
the participation of Iran, together 
with all other peace-loving na- 
tions in the establishment of in- 
ternational peace, security and 
prosperity after the war, in ac- 
cordance with the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter, to which all 
Governments have subscribed.” 

He referred to those clauses in 
the Atlantic Charter which dis- 
claim any aims for territorial ag- 
grandizement, respect for. the 
rights of people to choose their 
own forms of government and the 
clause which gives all nations 
equal rights to world trade and 
raw materials. 


His gray mustache, which 1s 


which may now be told, America 
surrendered the first principle of 
the Atlantic Charter and the Iran 
Declaration. We did surrender 
territory for the territorial ag- 
gandizement of Russia. 


“The second indication of sur- 
render of our principles was at

“As we are traveling now, my 
friends, we are told by those who 
should know that we will have to 
send more. How long can the 
American taxpayers continue that 
kind of support?” 


‘Most Debt-Ridden Nation.’ 


Hurley said that this country is 
the “most debt-ridden nation on 
earth.” He said that nations with 
colonial aspirations should be 
asked to renovate, modernize and 
make free their economic systems 
to conform to that of America in- 


stead of plodding along under 


their old failing systems and rely- 
ing on the American taxpayer for 
continuous support. 

The only course open to the 
United States in future foreign re- 
lations, Hurley said “is for Amer- 


ica to place all of her power and 


her prestige behind the United 
Nations Organization to make it 
succeed, to make it work, to make 
it democratic in form. In doing 
this we will restore the hope of

6 6 BELLS OF ST. MARY’S,” written, directed, and 
produced by Leo McCarey who directed last year’s 
“Going My Way,” opened its run Wednesday at the 

AMBASSADOR Theater. _ 

McCarey, as you may recall from the “Going 
My Way” publicity, originally intended the title 
of the present picture to be the title of “Going 
My Way.” 
The star of “Going My Way,” Bing Crosby, 
is one of the two stars in “The Bells of St. 
Mary’s.” Again, as in the earlier picture, Bing 
plays the part of Father O’Malley, a priest 
who “trouble shoots” around from parish to parish. The 
present story, too, is substantially the same as was the story 
of “Going My Way.” St. Mary’s is a parish with a school 
that’s badly in need of repairs and financial support. The 
“villlan” of the picture is, as in “Going My Way,” a real 


estate owner, who wants to get hold of the church property. - 


Father O'Malley arrives on the scene just, as you might 
say, in the nick of time. The “villain,” as in “Going My Way,” 
turns out to be not so bad after all. The “miracle” the 
parish dreams of comes true. The school is made beautiful. 
Father O'Malley is free to go off on his next assignment. 

McCarey directed “The Bells of St. Mary’s” much the 
same way he did “Going My Way.” There is the same tone 
of the parish as a neighborhood, with all the neighbors little, 
simple, affectionate, quarrelsome, etc., people. 

There is so much that’s like “Going My Way” in this film 
that “The Bells of St. Mary’s” might well seem to be the 
same picture retitled and rescened. Is it? Perhaps you will, 
and perhaps you won’t, think so, There is one very large 
and significant difference. Bing’s co-star in “Going My Way” 
was Barry Fitzgerald. His co-star in the current offering is 
Ingrid Bergman, who plays a nun in charge of parish school- 
children, 

As always, Ingrid is beautiful to look at. There is a kind 
of radiance about her that she turns on as naturally and with, 
seemingly, as little effort as does the sun in making his 
daily debut. As always, too, Ingrid is as polished an actress 
as she is a beauty. Strangely enough, considering her past 
record as a dramatic actress her best scene was one of 
almost straight, if subtle, comedy. In it, working from a 
textbook in “the manly art of self-defense,” she teaches a 
small boy to box and almost gets herself knocked cold in 
the finale the small boy lands the “payoff” punch 
on her jaw.

Altogether, the best scene in the picture, in this reviewer's 
opinion, was in the form of a playlet by the younger children 
on the theme of the Nativity.

F the average person were 
| asked to prepare a score card 

on which to rate qualities in 
foods, without doubt flavor would 
rank highest, Unless a food tastes 
pleasantly to us, we have no urge 
to eat it. Because some foods 
naturally have little flavor, men 
were stimulated centuries ago to 
cast about for other substances 
that might be added to give these 
foods an agreeable flavor, Now we 
have quite a category of sub- 
stances that are known as flavor- 
ings, flavoring extracts, spices, 
etc. 

Among these vanilla is one of 
the most important. Though it is 
well known, too little is under- 
stood about its nature to use it 
with the greatest satisfaction. 
Vanilla is made from-the vanilla 
bean which grows principally in 
Mexico on one type of orchid. 
These beans, harvested when they 
are in the form of an almost taste- 
less, odorless fruit, are sold to 
curerg who sort, stem and then 
cure the beans with enough 
steam and moisture to cause them 
to ferment and to develop flavor 
and fragrance. Then the beans 
are finely shredded and brewed 
in much the same way as is coffee 
to extract the flavor, but the 
liquid used is a combination of 
water and alcohol. 

Once bottled, the vanilla fla- 
vor and fragrance must be guard- 
ed because it is volatile and the 
surest way to do this is to never 
permit the stopper to remain open 
any longer than it takes to re- 
move the amount required.

The sulfonamides (sulfa group) 
are effective in killing or cer- 
tainly disrupting many forms of 
bacteria and have the added ad- 
vantage of being given by mouth. 
After reaching the blood stream 
they are dispatched to distant in- 
flammatory and infected areas. 
They are a varied group of the 
sulfa drugs being utilized with in- 
dividual preference for infections 
about the body. For example, 
some out of the group seem to 
combat certain types of infections 
such as meningitis, pneumonia, 
urinary tract infections, etc., bet- 
ter than some others. This same 
individual selectivity must be 
watch for peculiar idiosyncrasies 
in the individual and must be 
withdrawn and proper substitu- 
tion instituted. I have seen some 
of the sulfa group create fever 
rather than dispel it and again 
certain eye, skin and glandular 
features become manifest and re- 
tard rather than assist the condi- 
tion, 

Certain compounds such as sul- 
faguanidine and sulfasuxidine are 
of more benefit in treating intes- 
tinal infections and in steriliza- 
tion of the intestinal tract pre- 


operatively. They differ from the 
other sufla group in that the pro- 
portion remains in the intestinal 
tract. It coats the walis of the 


intestines and mingles with the. 


bacteria. The most recent sulfa 
drug, directed toward correcting 
intestinal disorders, sulfathalidine 
shows promise of being superior 
to the previous intestinal vcom- 
batives. Like the other two sulfa 
compounds mentioned it is more 
potent and yet unpleasant reac- 
tions are absent, It is helpful in 
several types of colitis, but seems. 
especially effective in the more 
serious ulcerative forms, The 
drug can be given over long pe- 
riods affording the physician time 
to eradicate the offending or- 
ganism. 

With the sulfa group of drugs 
and the compounds directed 
toward intestinal ailments, and 
with penicillin and soon strepto- 
mycine (as yet not released, but 
reported from various clinics ex- 
perimentally observed, as most ex- 
cellent in a vast group of disor- 
ders) bacteria will begin to invade 
the body with caution and fear. 

Better things are being produced 
by medical science and sometime 
in the not too distant future good 
health is in store for most every- 
one.

governments as well. We . think 
it is very important, and so I 
am quoting from it here: 


“This first assembly of the 
United Nations marks the second 
attempt of the peoples of the 
world to live peaceably in a demo- 
cratic world community. This new 
chance for peace was won through 
the joint efforts of men and 
women working for common 
ideals of human freedom at a 
time when the need for united 
effort broke down barriers of 
race, creed and sex, 


“In view of the variety of tasks 
which women performed so nota- 
bly and valiantly during the war, 
we are gratified that 18 women 
delegates and advisers are repre- 
sentatives from 11 of the member 
states taking part in the begin- 
ing of this new phase of interna- 
tion effort. We hope their par- 
ticipation in the work of the 
United Nations organization may 
grow and may increase in insight 
and skill. To this end, we call on 
the goverments of the world to en- 
courage .women everywhere to 
take a more conscious part in na- 
tional and international affairs, 
and on women to come forward and 
share in the work of peace and 
reconstruction as they did in the 
war and resistance. 

“We recognize that women in 
various parts of the world are at 
different stages of participation 
in the life of their communities, 
that some of them are prevented 
by law from assuming the full 
rights of citizenship, and that they 
may therefore see their immediate 
problems somewhat differently, 

“Finding ourselves in agreement 
on these points, we wish as a 
group to advise the women of all 
our countries of our strong belief 
that an important opportunity and 
responsibility confronts the women 
of the United Nations: 

“1. To recognize the progress 
women made during the war and 
to participate actively in an ef- 
fort to improve their standard of 
life in their countries, and par- 
ticipate in the work of reconstruc- 
tion so that there will be qualified 
women ready to accept responsibil- 
ity when new opportunities arise. 

“2—To train their children, boys 
and girls alike, to understand 
world problems and the need for 
international] co-operation, 

“3—Not to permit themselves to 
be misled by anti-democratic 
movements now or in the future. 

“4—-To recognize that the goal 
of full participation in the life 
and responsibilities of their coun- 
tries and of the world community 
is a common objective toward 
which the women of the world 
should assist one another.”

There’s a clatter in 
her rug shop but it is music to her 
ears, the song of the loom. 


Grandma Ella Jessop of Shiloh, 
TIll., is happy not only because she 
is usefully employed in the way- 
side industry that she has created 
but because she has always want- 
ed a loom and now she has one. 
What more could a grandma ask! 

When Grandma was ae child 
down in Wayne county, Illinois, 
her girl chum was Minnie Bunch. 
Minnie was a lucky kid. Her moth- 
er had a great lumbering loom on 
which she wove rag carpets, Min- 
nie didn’t seem to realize how for- 
tunate she was. Having a loom in 
the family didn’t seem so wonder- 
ful to her.

Declarer im- 
mediately concentrated on the club 
sult, leading two rounds and com- 
plaining bitterly when the 3-1 
break made it obvious that his 
own club spots would prevent his 
running all five of dummy’s 
tricks. Helplessly, he led a dia- 
mond and put in the ten, but West 
won and promptly cashed his four 
hearts, defeating the contract. 

The moment declarer knew that 
West could not have started with 
more than five hearts—which he 
did know when East followed suit 
on the lead of the queen—there 
was a plan available that was vir- 
tually guaranteed to produce nine 
tricks. It consisted of cashing no 
more than one high club, then 
leading a heart! Let West win 
his four (perhaps only three) 
heart tricks—what harm could 
that do? No harm, but plenty of 
good! Because meanwhile South 
would be discarding one of those 
pesky blocking clubs from his own 
hand, and then nothing could stop 
him from running off dummy’s 
entire suit. 

True, West could refuse to eash 
a third round of hearts, shifting 
instead to a diamond and thus 
upsetting South’s coup—but what 
a miraculous defense that would 
be!
